family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his hom on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 


In certain districta a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties-—Must reside upon the hoime- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
por acre. Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acras and erect a house worth

ANCIENT SKYSCRAPERS. 


Roman Houses ‘Were Tall and Flimey, 
the Streets Narrow Lanes. 

The tenement house is no new thing. 
So great was the number of such 
houses and so badly were they put up 
in ancient Rome that in 69 A. D. the 
Emperor Otho, who was then marching 
against Vitellius, found bis way barred 
for twenty miles by the ruins of build. 
ings that had been undermined by an 
inundation. The spontaneous collapse 
of tenement houses was so common an 
occurrence that little attention was 
paid to it. 

The tenants of these houses have 
been described by a writer of the time 
as fearing to be buried or burned 
alive. Companies existed for the pur- 
pose of propping and = sustaining 
houses, 

In comparison with the tenements of 
most modern cities, those of Rome 
were excessively high. Martial alludes” 
to a poor man, a neighbor, who had to 
‘mount 200 steps to reach his garret. 
That garret must have been perched 
nearly 100 feet above tue level of the 
street. 

It is possible that Martial exaggerat- 
ed, but it is certain that Augustus, to 
make less frequent the occurrence of 
disasters, limited the height of new 
houses that opened upon the streets to 
about sixty-eight feet. As this was a 
remedial regulation and referred only 
to new houses fronting on the street, 
it follows that some houses must have 
exceeded that height. 

This, moreover, was irrespective of 
the breadth of the street. In Berlin the 
medium width of the streets is twenty- 
two meters, and in Paris the narrow- 
est streets are nearly eight meters 
wide, while the streets of Rome ex- 
tended only five or six meters, and on 
these narrow streets the tall houses 
were built. Light and air must have 
had some difficulty in penetrating those 
parrow, walled in passages. 


‘Norway and Trotting Horses. 

From tales of travel and othe# 
sources of information it appears that 
Norway wes one of the first countries 
to develop speed in the trotting horse, 
which centuries ago seems to have 
been common to the nations of north 
erp Europe. Sigvried Tetersen sayd 
that as early as the beginning of the 
eightecut® century there were loforoy 
al trotttug i1aces in Christiana. The 
princinal nae in the history of the 
sport is that *f Jacob Meyer, chief of 
the rvyal mount:-d militia, who was 
born in 1781.

1829, trotted an iing!ist mile in 2:37 
and repeated tu the same time. This 
was faster than «any borse had then 
trotted in America, 6. far ag ts known.

when exiled from her beloved France 
took with her the chafing dish.

PETRIFIED BODIES. 


Thelr Organic Materials Are Replaced 
by Minera! Particles. 

In answer to the query, “Do biologists 
or chemists know the process of petri- 
faction or the reason why a buman 
body or a plant in some cases takes the 
course of petrifaction instead of de 
caying?” we would say: 

The process is at first one of decay 
slowly and replacement particle by 
particle of the organic material by in- 
organic or mineral. Water holding sill- 
ceous minerals in saturated solution is 
necessary, the flesh or plant disorga- 
nizes, the carbon, oxygen, nitrogen, 
hydrogen compounds disintegrate and 
escape, and the minute portion is re 
placed by the mineral particle, the 
shape or form of the decaying body re- 
maining intact. 

Now, the carbon in the bodies does 
not change to siliceous miverals. It 
disappears in its combination with the 
other elements. No element changes 
into another; this would be mutation. 
Replacement its the word used here. 
Thus analyze a petrified man or plant 
—no organic matter can be found—only 
tmorganic, and this weighs far more 
than did the animated body. The en- 
tire process of petrification is a mys 
terlous work of nature.—New York 
American.

Dry Cleaning the Hair. 

Dry cleaning tbe hair bas become so 
much a part of the toilet that many 
of its ardent devotees wonder bow 
they ever managed to worry along be- 
fore the days of the dry shampoo. 

This vastly popular substitute for 
soap and water is the special delight 
of the woman whose hair is inclined to 
be damp or to become oily a few days 
after the wet shampoo, A great many 
women find weekly shampoving is in- 
jurious to their scalp in that it causes 
the hair to fall out in great quantities. 
As o rule, no amount of washing will 
injure either the scalp or the bair any 
more than it injures the face, provid- 
ing, of course, that the purest of soap 
is combined with strictly soft water, 
the scalp and hair are rinsed thorough- 
ly untH not a vestige of the soap re- 
mains, and a softening lotion or tonie 
is applied to the scalp immediately 
afterward. This tonic has (He same 
effect Upon the scalp as an application 
of a skin food has on the face after 
a soap and water bath, and is equally 
as important if the hair is to be kept 
in good condition. 

It is not enough to apply the tonic, 
but it must be well massaged into the 
scalp with the tips of the fingers in 
order that every pore may be nourish- 
ed and refreshed. Afterward, a good 
brushing to bring out the sheen of the 
hair and to distribute its natural oils 
is essential. 

To cleanse the hair thoroughly it 
should be brusbed successively from 
partings made in all directions on the 
scalp. Between each stroke, dust and 
foreign particles, such as flakes of 
dandruff, should be removed from the 
brush so as not to communicate them 
to the next part. If the brush be- 
comes dark and oily, wash it out be- 
fore proceeding further. it may be 
necessary to use a clean rush a half 
dozen times during t » stroking, #0 
that If you bave more «an one brush 
you can leave one to dry while the 
other is in use. Uraw a comb through 
the brush each time ft is run through 
the hair, afterward wiping the comb 
clean with a towel. 


The Beauty of Clean Teeth. 

Not only is it uecessury to strive con- 
stantly to preserve the natural beauty 
of the teeth, but it is eaually impor- 
tant to increase their whiteness and 
general appearance by every remedy. 
or ald science and students of den- 
tistry are able to discover. 

For keeping the teeth tn good con- 
dition chewing dry toast, hard bread 
or crackers is recommended. Coarse 
foods tend to give a stability to the 
“grinders” which keeps them from 
early decay. For the purpose of dis- 
lodging particles of food, removing 
deposits and other substances a good 
toothbrush is indispensable. The brush 
with medium soft bristles is best, for 
the reason that unylelding bristies in- 
jure’ and inflame the gums, causing 
them to shrink and recede. 

In stroking do not make the mistake 
of drawing the brush across the teeth 
without alternating this action with a 
careful up and down stroke. Draw-~ 
ing the brnsh np and down removes 
particles of food that lodge tightly im 
crevices between the teeth. 

Cover the gums as well as the teeth 
during this cleaning process, Gentle 
stroking is best for the gums. If they 
bleed rinse them thoroughly with @ 
healing mouth wash, so they will grad 
ually become invigorated and barden 
ed, thus aiding in the fight against det 
caying teeth. 

One of the most universally popniag 
ingredients in dentrifices is powdereg 
chalk. It is inexpensive, burmiess and 
effective, its chief value being the neu- 
\ tralizing of acids in the mouth. 

Among the simple remedies always 
at hand none can be recommended 
more bighly than common sait A 
strong solution of salt water is a bene- 
ficial »a0uth wash, and dry salt placed 
on the toothbrush cleanses the teeth. 

Borax is useful ip that it tends to 
remove unpleasant odors from the 
breath. Dissolve two to four ounces 
of borax io a pint of bot water and 
ada a half tearpoonful of tlocture of 
myrrb or spirits of campbor,

severe penalties for convictions on 
such offences ; a promise, which we 
hope and can well believe, will be 
fully realized, 

It is extremely difficult for the 
police to bring home to their per- 
petrators, crimes of this nature, 
The ways of concealment in these 
cases are many and varied, and those 
who possess information vital to 
prosecution are extremely chary in 
imparting the same. 


If we are to have a clean village 
and one of which we can be proud 
it.is absolutely necessary that those 
citizens: wlio are in a position to 
help the authorities with information 
should do so. Our dtties and ob- 
ligations as residents of Crossfield 
and citizens of Canada entail the 
rendering, to the Guardians of our 
Peace, every help of which we are 
capable.
